My Dear Sir: In reply to your inquiry 
as to whether electors of a political 
party equal in number, to B per cent of 
the whole vole of any city, district, etc., 
who join in certifying the name of a can- 
didate for office iu tho manner pro- 
acribed in section USS, political code, 
can lawfully demand that the name of 
their pariv shall "be printed on the 
offi- 
cial ballot, oppoelte the name of such 
candidate, has received niy careful con- 
sideration. 
It is not without considerable diffi- 


culty and much doubt that I have 
reached the conclusion that electors cer- 
tifying such nomination are entitled to 
have such party name printed on the of- 
ficial ballot. 
. 
In reaching this conclusion I have 


been influenced largely by precedents 
established by the proper officers in all 
the counties in this stnto, in reference to 
candidates voted tor at the elections last 
November, whichjpiocedonts, I think 1 
may assume, were mftda upon the advici 
of capable anil learned members of the 
legal profeeslon.

the benefit of any doubt I may have 
upon this question, thus givin? to them 
the broadest right and privilege that can 
be claimed under the law.

thousand, and in Wandabeck, another 
euburb, drawing ita water supply from 
Bpringe, tbo deaths from cholera Wfiio 
only ^ per thciuaud ol tho population. 
It is evident, therefore, tha! the danger 
of the spreud of pestilence ie a question 
thnt involves erjinelhiug besidoa a elrict 
quarantine.
